into the lungs, and thus provokes 
the irritating cough that follows

sistcnt coughing may be a symptom 
or cause ol trouble in other purls 
of the body.

Will Yugoslavia 
stay on the Kremlin leash, or will 
she join the Western world? 


Diplomats here point out that if 
Yugoslavia's 
dictator, 
Marshal 


Tito, finally breaks with Moscow 
and Allies his 
nation 
with 
the 


West, the defection will certainly 
raise debate in other middle Euro- 
Dean capitals—Sofia, Prague 
and 
Warsaw, among them. 


Yugoslavia came out of World 
War II with Moscow-trained Tito 
at its head. It became a party to 
.he security 
and 
trade 
treaties 


through which Moscow set out to 
oind. middle Europe 
to Moscow 


plans. 


Then last summer, to the sur- 


prise1 of the Western world, 
the 


:ominform cast off Tito, 
saying 


Jhat he was pursuing a "national- 
ist" policy. 


Tito has countered 
in 
several 


speeches since then. They add up 
to a Yugoslavian fear that the na- 
tion would be forced, under Mos- 
cow planning, to act as merely a 
source of raw materials to the rest 
of the Soviet bloc. 


And Yugoslavia, like so 
many 
other nations today, wants to 
do 


more than empty out 
ores 
and 
cotton and wheat for some 
other 


nation's factories. It wants some of 
its own factories. Yugoslavia has 
vaulable mineral deposits. It wants 
at least, a small steel industry. Mos- 
cow promised 
Yugoslavia 
some 
machinery, but there is no certain 
way for Washington trade experts 
to know whether .Russia ever de- 
livered. Tito's worries about his na- 
tion staying a raw material sup- 
plier, however, would seem to indi- 
cate that Moscow forgot to deliver 
the machinery she promised. 
Since last mid-summer Tito and 


his nation have lived in a half- 
world. 


They were tossed 
off by 
the 


Cominform, which binds together 
the Soviet Union and its satellites. 
They were cut off by the Western 
world since late 1946, when 
the 


United States ordered that no ma- 
terials with a war potential could 
be shipped into the iron 
curtain 
area. That embargo has become 
almost complete. 
Last December Tito told his na- 


tion that trade with 
the 
Soviet 


union would also be cut short. Mos- 
cow had decided that it would ship 
to Yugoslavia in 19-19 
just one- 


eighth of what it did lasl year. So 
|Yugoslavia lives half isolated both 
from communism and democracy. 


But Tito has kept his power in 


the seven months si.ice he was cold 
shouldered by the Moscow created 
cominform. He still controls both 
1'.!C army and the secret police, und 
he has just received a vote of con- 
fidence from the Yugoslav Commu- 
nist party. 


In Ihc past weeks news reports 


from Belgrade have said that both 
American and British steel 
com- 
liimies have been in Yugoslavia 
.looking over the possibilities of put- 
jting up a small steel industry. 
I 
In both London and Washington 


there are signs that Tito is bejttg 
watched for some point' at which 
both governments will decide''' to 
back him by letting hinr buy:,; the 
machinery he needs to strengthen 
his country, and hence to strength- 
en himself. 


The British minister 
of 
state, 


Hector McNeil, has just told -the 
House of Commons that he hope.s 
no British move "will 
embarrass 
the 
Yugoslav 
government;" :He 


thought the nation had been "riith- 
lesly treated by the Soviets,'' tlje 
Poles and the Albanians."

American policy makers are lees 


outspoken right now. But they .are 
watching Tito for what power he 
has to hold it to the purely "what 
and to hoi dit to the purely "wJia't 
is good for Yugoslavia" line. When 
and if they decide he will not 'be 
shoved around by the Kremlin jhe 
will get permission to-buy the srt 
of American machinery he needs. 
That may come soon. Right now 
Washington is feeling out the soft 
spots in Belgrade. So are .the Rus- 
sians. It adds up to the colossal 
cat-and-mouse game now going on 
in Belgrade.
